The great pyramid at the delta of

skill which causes modern archi- 
tects and builders to wonder. The 
sculpture of the world was more 
wonderful in the days of Memphis 
and Thebes and Carthage than in 
the days of Boston and LX'cw York.

wall at Karnak im'ply u knowledge 
of machinery equal to, if not sur-
